Mr. Atkinson's horse, driving down the 
Willow Grove pike toward Philadelphia. 
The team WBB obBerved by a trollej crew 
at Grier's Hill, near Warrington, at wbion 
point the thieves abandoned it. Reese 
was arrested in Philadelphia for another 
crime shortly after this and it was learned 
that be wore a bandage to protect an in- 
jury about the face. The trolley men 
then recalled the fact that several men, 
one of them answering hia description, 
came to DoyleBtown the night the robbery 
was attempted 
and they subsequently 


identified Reese as the passenger, testify- 
ing to that fact in court, but they could 
not poBitively idnetify him as among the 
men who had abandoned the team on the 
turnpike. Reese was seen the next morn- 
ing, however, at Willow Grove, bis cloth- 
ing wet and muddy.

nesses testifying that they saw him there. 
The jury convicted Reese and counsel gave 
notice that a motion for a new trial would 
be made, thereupon sentence was suBpend-

The same can be said of cot- 
ton waste moist with lard or other animal 
oil. Lampblack and a little oil or water 
will

spontaneously. 
Nitric acid and charcoal 


create 
spontaneous 
combuBtion. 
How 


printer's ink on paper when in contact with 
a hot steam pipe will ignite quickly. 
Boiled linseed oil and turpentine in equal 
parts on cotton waste will ignite in a few 
hours under a mild heat, nnd v.ill in time 
create enough heat to ignite spontaneous- 


BituminouB coal should not be stored 


where it will come in contact with wooden 
partitions or columnB or against warm 
boiler settings or Bteam pipes. This coal 
should not be very deep if it is to bo kept 
on Btorage for a long period. 
If piled in 


the basement of a building it should 
be shallow and free from moisture, and 
under good ventilation. That liable to 
absorb moisture should be burned first. 
If on fire, a Bmall quantity of water 
showereddon this kind of coal cokes it 
upon the top and retards any great supply 
of water reaching tho fire, thus necessitat 
ing the overhauling of the pile. 


Iron chips, fllinds or turnings should 


not be stored in a shop in wooden boxes. 
Tbe oily waste which IB not infrequently 
thrown among them adds to the danger of 
fire from this source. 
The sweepings 


from the machine shop, if kept on band 
should never be placed over Iron shavings. 
The mass of disintegrated iron is enough 
to incite heat and combustion. 
Iron and 


steel filings and turnings when mixed with 
oil will ignite spontaneously after becom- 
ing damp. 
A steam pipe against wood 


will cause the latter to ignite spontaneous- 
ly after being carbonized, particularly if 
superheated steam enters the pipe, thus 
increasing the heat temperature,

AMERICA HEEDS * NEW HEART.

We shall have strikes and lockouts and 


perhaps violence ID the future. The fierce 
competitive si stem under which we live 
and which results in overcapitalization 
and overproduction is responsible for many 
of the evils from which we suffer. 
Some 


of our greatest industries are capitalized 
at four and five times their real value, and 
every possible device is resorted to in 
order to pay dividends on the watered 
stock. 
The outcome sooner or later is a 


panic which destroys hundreds of millions 
of dollars and brings wretchedness and 
want to millions of human beings. 


Where is the reason for all this? 
It 


springs from our American hurry to eet 
rich, which is a disease of a people who 
lack Ideals; who measure the value of re- 
ligion, culture and art" by the influence 
of these things on thrift and material 
prosperity. 


In the midst of all tbis rush and noise of 


business, of expansion and success,-we are 
rapidly growing incapable of taking or 
having the deeper views of life. 
Our faith 


in education is, at bottom, the faith in Its 
powers to enable us to get more money. 
Our preaching, leaving aside the things 
that are eternally right and true and in- 
dispensable, 
concerns itself with that 


which is frivolous, startling and vulgar. 


There is, I think, somewhere in the 


Bible a text which says that God is angry 
with the nations that are rich. 


How many of us in the contemplation 


of the lives of men who have spent all 
thai energies in accumulating riches have 
hnJ an eye for the exactions of this 
wealth; have thought how misspent the: 
lives for the most part hate been, how 
barren of ideals9 Look what tbis spin 
has done for us. It has defiled our river 
until in our cities today a thirsty man 
may not get a glass of cold water that i 
fit to drink. It has blackened and poisonec 
the atmosphere with smoke and noxious 
vapors. 
It has desecrated the face o 


nature where such desecration were a 
blasphemy. 
It has made hovels for the 


occupation of man where not even swine 
could live in comfort. 


And all for what? That a nation, al 


ready the most wasteful and extravagant 
on earth, might be able for greater ex 
travagancea, 


We need not so much new measures as a 


new heart. In our labor difficulties the 
moralization of both employers and em- 
ployees is an indispensable condition in 
;he brinsing about a better state of 
things. And since the employers are few- 
er in number and presumably more intelli 
gent than are the laborers the chief effort 
should be to give them new minds anc 
new hearts that they may understand thai 
hey are trustees not less of public in- 
terests than of private interests and that 
.he rights of workers, to say the least, 
as sacred as are the rights of owners.

Tbie wai 
otbing more than the simple truth, and 
et he had the yearning of all genius after 
omethlng higher than it can ever attain, 
nd In an epitaph written for him during 
is lit* by a friend of his, he styled hira- 
elf, "The admirer of the ancients and 
ieir grateful disciple." He added: "One 
hlng has 
been wanting in me—their

The wedding and the old residence in

with it many recollections of a family lone 
distinguished in the history not only ol 
Philadelphia, but throughout the country. 


The bride's great grandfather, Nicholas 


Biddle, waa said to have been a man ol 
such distinguished presence that strangers 
visiting in the city asked to have him 
pointed out to them. His house on Spruce 
street, above eighth, now occupied by the 
Oatnolic Historical Society, was for many 
years one of the centres of fashionable and 
distinguished society in that city. There 
went foreigners otdistinction and Ameri- 
can statesmen, all anxious to pay their re- 
spects to Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Biddle. 


In the early part of the last century Mr. 


Biddle built bis beautiful country seat, 
near Torresdale, on the banks of the Dela- 
ware 
It was modelled after tbe United 


States Bunk-, now the Custom House, in 
Chestnut street, 
above fourth and he 


named it Andalusia. 
Large and com- 


modius, with its tall, white columns 
and beautiful grounds sloping down to 
the river, it was long considered one of 
the show places near Philadelphia. 
The 


daughter-in-law of Nicholas Biddle and tbe 
mother of the present Edward Biddle was 
probably one of the most beautiful and 
distinguished women known in the history 
of Philadelphia. 


The daughter of 
Ferdinand Sarmi- 


ento, 
Miss Jane Josephine Sarmiento, 


early in life married John Craig, brother 
of Mrs Nicholas Biddle. 
Mr. Craig was a 


man of refined tastes and large wealth and 
while abroad purchased a famous statue 
of the Venus and the Apple by Thorwald- 
sen, which is now in possession of Mrs. 
Joseph Drexel at her residence, 1807 Pine 
street. Mr Craig died in Milan and his 
widow returned to this country and after- 
ward married Edward Biddle eldest son of 
Nicholas Biddlo, and brother of 
the 


present Judge Craig Biddle.

serve as a sort of model for future operations 
of this kind. 
Nothing should be uaed in the 


way of material that wi'l not bo reasonably 
certain to produce good results in tlie im 
provemeut of township roads 
Tne section 


constructed with the aid of the State appro 
priatiou might be med as a test for different 
kinds of materials and the manner ofarrang 
ing them, so at to make the new section ol 
loadwuv a sort of object lesson in the attain- 
ment of what is so in noli to be desired in tlie 
methods ot road making 


Ihe aim ol Ihe new law la not so much to 


improve immediately the highways of the 
Commonwealth as to assist lu lurmshing tbis 
kind of object lessons to township authori 
ties everv where as well as to the traveling 
public 
Ihe law vsry wisely provides that 


a much larger amount shall be contributed 
br local authorities, in order that the inon«y 
donated from the State treasury may be us 
ed to the be-tt possible advantage ui the en 
couragement of the movement for 
better 


roads m all parts of Pennsylvania. 
Hither- 


to the area of improvement has been com- 
paratively small as compared with the rest 
of the S ate, only the more piogressive couv 
nmiuties taking such measures as are neces- 
saiy to effect a reform in this particular 
State aid to road improvement olsewhsre has 
had the efi«ct ot stimulating effort in this 
direction, and there 19 no reason why this 
should not also be the case m Pennsylvania.

Uneconomical and extravagant as we 


are, we have not yet developed the

civilization. The man, either young or 
old, who runs through a large fortune 
quickly Is a rarity with us. High as onr 
standard of living and of the ordinary 
expense of living Is, our standard of 
what might be called profligate extrav- 
agance is by no means so high. Of 
course pretty large sums are wasted In 
various forms of dissipation here as 
elsewhere. But that is not the point. 
To take the single item of gambling, 
bow often do we hear of a man's being 
ruined by It here? No doubt we bear 
stories of tremendous sums lost and 
woo, but such sums do not seem either 
"to make or to break" anybody. For 
men whose Incomes are reckoned by 
the hundreds of thousands or millions 
to play hundred dollar poker is no 
great recklessness. But how often do 
we see young men of the small salaried 
sort punting $1,000 or $2,000 at a time 
at baccarat, as you can any day In 
France? We have not the instinct to 
save and scrape for eleven mouths in 
the year and then shell out all our 
savings lu a fortnight. 


I once met In France a young man of 


old provincial family. Legitimist to the 
backbone, proud and very poor. He 
was about twenty-one, modest, thor- 
oughly "correct," as good, Innocent a 
young fellow as one would care to 
meet, the sort of young man who seems 
to have been overlooked and left out in 
the cold by French fiction, though by 
no means a great rarity In French real 
life. I happened to ask him one day If 
he ever played cards. He said no, he 
did not care for that sort-of thing, and 
besides bis means would not permit It. 
"I never go Into a gambling saloon," 
said he, "or into the cardroom of ft 
club. Sometimes I may join in a little 
game of poker among friends Just to 
pass the time, but only a very small 
game, never more than a louls limit." 
A louls limit! I wonder what clubman 
(out 
of the millionaire class) in New 


York, Boston, Philadelphia or any of 
our larger eastern cities would call 
four dollar poker a "very small" game!
